Since the times iu which the plot 
of the story of the Arabian Nightb 
was land, America and other far- 
distant corners of the earth have 
been settled, to a large extent, by 
pee pit draw n by che thrill of ex­ 
pected adventure. 
Passports, bearing strange names 
have been the keys that unlocked 
stranger doors. 
Such a key, which threw 
wile 
the portal of young America for 
an ancestor of a Vinita citizen near­ 
ly two centuries ago, has been re­ 
cent d by Stewart F\ Grubb, local 
electrician and wireless expert. 
Grubb has a copy of thn’ passport 
which permitted his ancestor, Hatt­ 
rick Grubb, to leave Sw itzerland 
fcr America in 1743. It has been 
sent to him by His uncle, VV. 8 
Grubb, of Crockett, Va., who h^s 
the original. The uncle also has tho 
original deed by which 1,200 acres 
of Virginia’s land was conveyed to 
ll en rick Grata*.
